The Whole Package 


San Francisco's Bucket Man is taking his show overseas to dazzle an industry. 


By Jessica Nemire 


Larry Hunt has been drum- 
ming on buckets in the Bay Area since 
the mid ’90s, primarily at Fourth and 
Market. In that time, his reputation 
has spread far and wide. And now it 
looks like the Bucket Man is going 

to Germany. 

Alain Tasma, of the European 
packaging company HK Plastics, 
met Hunt ona trip to S.F in 2013. 
Tasma was impressed with Hunt’s 
charisma and talent, and decided to 
fly him to Germany for Interpack 
2014, one of the “biggest packaging 
fairs” in the world and, indeed, “the 
major inspiration for the packaging 
industry and all related process 
technologies.” Held annually in 
Dusseldorf, Interpack showcases the 
latest technologies and innovations 
in packaging. In May, Tasma wants 
to bring Hunt to the HK production 
plant in Almelo, Netherlands, so he 
can pick out a bucket to be inscribed 
with “The Bucket Man” and featured 
in his own personalized bucket drum 
set, which Hunt will see getting 
produced at the factory. Tasma then 
wants to take Hunt to Dusseldorf so 
he can play his personalized buckets 
at the HK stand at Interpack for all 
eight days of the fair. Packaging has 
finally gotten the rock god it’s sorely 
needed for so long. 

“We want to give him the stage 
he deserves,” says Tasma in a Skype 
interview. 

HK will pay for Hunt's airfare and 
accommodations in Europe, as well as 
escort him to and from the airport. 

The obvious question is: Why is a 
Dutch packaging company going out 





of its way to help a street performer 
in San Francisco? 

“T feel a connection with Larry be- 
cause we're both true ‘bucket men,” 
Tasma says. “The only difference is 
that I sell them and he plays them.” 

Because HK was waiting for ap- 
proval from Interpack to have Hunt 
play at the stand, this project has 
taken almost a year. In a recent email 


to SF Weekly, Tasma says that Inter- 
pack has approved Hunt to play not 


only at HK’s stands, but at the stands 


of all the other Dutch packaging 
companies that will be there as well. 
How does the Bucket Man feel 
about all this? 
“Tm the biggest celebrity in San 
Francisco, Hunt says from his usual 
perch at Fourth and Market. Once

he gets his passport renewed, those 
eager audiences at the Bonnaroo of 
packaging will be in for a wild ride.

Wheels 


A supervisor courts 
the roller disco vote. 


The Facebook invite for 
David Chiu’s roller disco birthday 
party urged guests to wear their 
most garish "70s attire — “the 
more polyester, the better.” Within 
half an hour of the announce- 
ment, one friend of the city Super- 
visor had already dug up her 
sequinned, puff-sleeved high 
school homecoming gown. Others 
had equally alarming frocks lan- 
guishing in their closets, just itch- 
ing to be resuscitated. 

Chiu evidently humored his 
guests by picking the roller dis- 
co birthday theme, and he only 
enhanced it by holding last 
week’s fete at the Church of 8 
Wheels, an abandoned place 
of worship on Fillmore Street 
that’s been revived as a roller 
rink. But the widely-publicized 
party wasn’t engineered for 
Chiu’s inner circle alone. 

It turns out roller disco is en- 
joying renewed cachet in a city 
long known for skate parties at 
Golden Gate Park, and for such 
characters as David Miles, the 
fur-bedecked, leopard print-hat- 
ted, “Godfather of Skating,’ who 
helped turn the pastime into a 
social cause. Miles pitched in to 
organize Chiu’s party after invit- 
ing Fillmore Supervisor London 
Breed to skate at Church of 8 
Wheels; he sees roller disco as an 
apt vehicle for local politicians 
to court their constituency. 

“You look at who makes up 
that community,” Miles says. 
“They re involved in a lot of things 
that make the city go.” That’s a 
good demographic for Chiu to 
have in his pocket as he muscles 
for state Assembly. Even if its aes- 
thetics are questionable. RS

copying the theme, look, feel, and 


graphics of two of its other, non-sug- 


ary games, Pet Rescue Saga and 
Farm Heroes Saga. The defendant's 


versions were so blatantly derivative, 


King’s lawyers wrote, that they even 


filched the plaintiff’s cartoon charac- 


ter tutorials. For instance: The Pana- 
ma-hatted squirel in Pet Rescue Saga 
dispenses nearly the same helpful 
instructions as the female spelunker 
in 6waves’ replication, Treasure Epic. 


King says that 6waves also pilfered 
its landscape design, its pop-up dia- 
logue boxes, the configuration and 
sheen of its block stacks, and even its 
reward system. Screengrabs from each 
videogame, displayed side by side in 
the complaint, show similar-looking 
make-believe worlds, each a patch- 
work of mushroom-shaped trees and 
endlessly twisting roads. 

Granted, Milton Bradley’s 65-year- 
old Candy Land board game looks 
that way, too. 

So far, 6waves has denied these 
allegations, arguing that such themes 
as farms and jewels are ubiquitous 
in smartphone games, which makes 


copyright claims irrelevant. The com- 
pany also asked federal Judge Maxine 
Chesney to move the case to Beijing 
for efficiency purposes — because 
Chinese courts are less glutted with 
civil lawsuits. King’s lawyers deemed 
the argument specious; Chesney 
didn’t buy it, either. 

That’s a blow to 6waves, given 
how difficult it may be to persuade an 
American judge that copyright needn't 
exist in the videogame world. But 
there is a grain of truth to the ubiqui- 
ty claim. Videogame makers certainly 
aren't obligated to draw the same 
chubby-featured landscapes, or recy- 
cle the same themes, but they tend 


to do it anyway. In a world cluttered 
with cheaply made Facebook apps, it’s 
little surprise that some companies — 
most famously Zynga — have turned 
cloning into a business model. 

King itself was accused of in- 
fringement by a developer named 
Matthew Cox, who says he was 
fleeced after trying to license a game 
called Scamperghost to the company 
in 2009. When the talks fell through, 
King published an uncannily similar 
version called Pac-Avoid. 

Cox cried foul; King dutifully 
chucked the clone and apologized. 

It had a sweeter deal on the horizon 
anyway.

Code of Honor

In December, Greg Gopman, 
former CEO of AngelHack, infuriated 
the public and reinforced tech stereo- 
types of disconnection and entitle- 
ment when he posted a rant on his 
Facebook page: 

“Why the heart of our city has to 
be overrun by crazy, homeless, drug 
dealers, dropouts, and trash I have no 
clue... In downtown SF the degener- 
ates gather like hyenas, spit, urinate, 
taunt you, sell drugs, get rowdy, they 
act like they own the center of the 
city... It’s a burden and a liability hav- 
ing them so close to us.” 

Gopman’s lament mobilized oth- 
er tech workers — from Salesforce, 
Pocket Gem, Spotify and Zenput — 
who spent the last weekend in March 
working with a dozen nonprofits to 
come up with solutions for the home- 
less problem. It was techie disruption 
paired with social service, a clash of 
new and old S.F. cultures. 

“One loudmouth techie can’t rep- 
resent the voice of all techies,” says 
food hacker Tim West, who rallied 
Rebecca Jean Catering and Feastly to 
help sponsor the event. “So instead 
of defending techies on the Internet, 
we decided to do something in the 
real world.” 

The result was HACKtivation for 
the Homeless. In a typical hackathon, 
teams of engineers, designers, indus- 
try experts, and idea-people brain- 
storm and end up with a rough beta 
product — app, site, or service — in 
just a few days. Sometimes the ideas 
never come to fruition or simply serve 
as an inspiration for future ideas. 
Rather than seeking for-profit solu- 
tions, HACKtivation is more like the 
organization Code for America, which 
aims to improve cities by bringing

together technologists and nonprofits 
and finding solutions to problems out- 
side the purview of city government. 
In the case of HACKtivation, the 
problems to be solved often revolved 
around a nonprofit’s lack of resources. 

So, software engineers Allen Pan 
and Gustavo Ambrozio and office 
manager Jasmine Fallstich of mobile 
gaming company Pocket Gems spent 
23 hours trying to figure out how 
the Homeless Employment Collab- 
orative, an organization that finds 
employment for the homeless, could 
simply stay in touch with its program 
graduates. The Pocket Gems team’s 
solution was a smartphone service 
that automatically sends HEC alumni 
brief, straightforward survey links via 
text message. 

“We wanted to know how the folks 
who were employed when they left us 
are doing now, says Karen Gruneisen, 
associate director of Episcopal Com- 
munity Services, one of the 10 partner 
agencies that comprise the HEC. “So, 
the gift of the smartphone, with data 
service in exchange for completing the 
survey, will provide the incentive we 
need, and get our graduates connected 
to the web — extremely important for 
all of us in today’s world.” 

Meanwhile, the need for text-mes- 
saging services that provide anonym- 
ity — which allows people who may 
be dealing with parole, homelessness, 
or drug addiction to get in touch with 
service workers without fear of reper- 
cussions from the law — rang true for 
other organizations, like Larkin Street 
Youth, which got help from techies to 
set up SMS and app services that alert 
people on waitlists when there’s a bed 
opening in the emergency shelter. 

Glide Memorial Church’s tech 


volunteers created a simple text-mes- 
saging service for victims of abuse. 
The text hotline allows women to 
anonymously correspond with female 
mentors. 

Some critics attribute the tech 
companies’ altruism to mandated con- 
ditions by the city’s Community Ben- 
efits Agreement: payroll tax breaks 
given in exchange for a tech compa- 
ny’s time spent aiding community 
organizations. But of the companies 
represented at HACKtivation, only 
two — Yammer and Spotify — have 
CBAs in 2014. 

Ilana Lipsett is a co-organizer of 
HACKtivation and co-founder of 
Freespace, a free artistic community 
center. She says that HACKtivation 
shifted dynamics: Instead of non- 
profits asking tech companies for 
donations, they were collaborating 
as partners. 

Which meant old-school nonprof- 
its getting a lesson in techie culture. 
Several days before HACKtivation, 
tech and nonprofit employees met 
for a “data jam” potluck, which 
entailed scouring social services 
websites to better understand local 
nonprofits’ needs. 

Throughout HACKtivation, which 
kicked off at Glide Memorial Church 
on Friday night and moved to Yam- 
mer offices for the bulk of the hack- 
ing, tech workers say the goal was to 
engage with homeless people in an 
attempt to bridge the communication 
gap. “[It] was a good reminder to me 
that homeless people are not that 
different than anyone else, but at the 
same time there is a gap between my 
life and their lives that can make it 
hard to communicate sometimes,” 
says Pocket Gems’ Pan. 

It’s a start, anyway. HACKtivation 
has spawned smaller hackathons ev- 
ery other Wednesday at Freespace and 
Code for America’s offices. But Andrea 
Mia worries it’s not enough. Mia, 
managing director of Anne Bluethen- 
thal and Dancers ABD — a Mis- 
sion-based dance company — spent 
30 hours working on a new Wordpress 
site for ABD with a handful of hackers 
that weekend. She says while it’s a 
good sign that techies have an interest 
in these causes, “this is but a drop in 
the ocean of tech workers. ... Many 
people in the tech world who do care 
about the homeless and others in S.F. 
fail to bridge the connection between 
their moves here for [large] starting 
salaries and the surge in evictions and 
priced-out residents of S.F” 

Mia’s concern, a not-uncommon 
one, is that S.F’s new tech culture 
will force out its older ones. “At this 
rate, artists and activists who make 
S.E the awesome, cool, weird, and 
stimulating place that cares for all its 
people, including people currently 
homeless, will be forced to leave the 
Bay entirely.” 

A problem requiring further brain- 
storming all around.

Matters of 
Convenience 


Now is not a fun time to work 
in Sacramento. Everyone — staffers, 
lobbyists, even the electeds themselves 
— acts as if everyone else is wearing a 
wire, one Capitol worker told me. That’s 
what happens during hunting season. 

Once every decade or so, the feder- 
al Justice Department goes fishing for 
the biggest catch there is: a corrupt 
public official. In the 1980s, it was 
“Shrimpgate,” where feds pretending 
to be a shrimp-processing company 
solicited favors in exchange for cash 
(one of their targets: then-Assembly 
Speaker Willie Lewis Brown). 

In 2004, the feds probed East Bay 
Sen. Don Perata (he, like Brown, was 
clean). Now, in the third indictment 
of a Democratic lawmaker in three 
months, the feds have San Francis- 
co’s state Sen. Leland Yee and his 
political consultant Keith Jackson, 
both of whom used to served on the 
city’s school board. 

And to bait Yee, the feds used 
marijuana. 

An undercover agent assumed the 
character of an Arizona-based med- 
ical marijuana “businessman.” This 
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weed magnate, seeking opportunities 
to expand to California, asked Yee for 
introductions to other lawmakers and 
to write specific new weed laws, all in 

exchange for campaign cash. 

According to the FBI's affidavit, 
they got their senator. Then they got 
the big stuff: murder-for-hire, drug 
trafficking, and heavy weapons bought 
from Filipino rebels. 

This investigation didn’t begin 
with weed. For a few years at least, 
neither marijuana nor Sacramento 
had anything to do with any of this. 

The feds were after supposedly-re- 
formed Chinatown mobster Raymond 
“Shrimp Boy” Chow and his crew. They 
wanted Chow — who dodged a long 
prison sentence in exchange for flip- 
ping on his old partner — for possible 
connections to Allan Leung’s 2006 
unsolved murder, but also for making 
a public spectacle of himself as a re- 
made man. The feds hate a showboat. 
They really hate a show- 
boat they feel should be in 
prison. 

But why weed? An 
attorney for one of the 26 
people indicted two weeks 
ago has a theory. 

The feds — the best- 
trained, best-funded, 
most-powerful law 
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enforcement officers in the land — 
spent four years trolling us, attorney 
James Brosnahan told a courtroom. 

And once they had a Chinatown 
crime syndicate and a California state 
senator on the hook, they figured 
they might as well go after California’s 
cannabis industry. 


For years, federal law enforcement 
has been pushing a narrative. Heavily 
armed crooks grow pot and ship it all 
over the country, turning massive prof- 
its, all under the cover of California’s 
medical marijuana laws. 

Last summer’s Cole memo sound- 
ed like a truce: Feds would lay off 
state-legal weed as long as kids were 
kept safe, rules were followed, and 
there were no ties to organized crime. 

That memo dropped just as federal 
law enforcement was asking Yee and 
Jackson — whose son, Brandon, 
reportedly made a small 
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fortune by shipping marijuana by the 
bale to the East Coast — for kevlar 
vests and heavy weapons to protect a 
fictitious massive Mendocino County 
pot grow. 

Targeting Yee is strange. If you 
wanted something done on legal weed 
in Sacramento, Leland Yee was not 
your man. The senator had been in- 
visible on the issue for years. If he was 
happy to take a bribe from supposed 
mob-connected marijuana dealers to 
influence pot policy, he was also hap- 
py to burn them: Yee did nothing on 
marijuana in the Capitol last year. 

The feds already had Yee on public 
corruption charges, after he agreed 
to honor Chow’s Chinatown orga- 
nization Ghee Kung Tong with an 
official government proclamation in 
exchange for campaign cash. Yet it 
was only after that that the undercov- 
er agent posing as a marijuana maven 

entered the picture. 

Yee wasn't the only 
politician they might have 
tried to snare. According 
to their affidavit, the un- 
dercover met with four 
lawmakers: Yee, and three 
anonymous politicians, 
state Senators 1 and 2, 
and Legislator 1. 

Legislator 1, whom the 
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feds asked to meet but Yee dismissed 
as not having enough “clout” to get 
anything done, is almost certainly 
Assemblyman Tom Ammiano. His 
years-long quest to legalize (or at least 
regulate) weed is still unfulfilled. His 
connections to Chinatown also don’t 
go beyond a plate of potstickers — 
but he is the weed-friendliest lawmak- 
er in the state. 

So far, one lawmaker has come 
forward and said that he met with the 
federal plant, a “long-haired guy in ca- 
sual clothes.” It’s State Sen. Bob Huff, 
the Republican minority leader. 

If the feds were trying to disrupt 
the bipartisan support needed to push 
drug reform forward and otherwise 
use covert ops to influence the legisla- 
tive process, they would try to lure the 
boss of the small California GOP. 

“They were throwing out a line and 
seeing what they could get,” a Sacra- 
mento regular told me. 

But why weed? Medical marijuana 
regulations have nothing to do with an 
alleged Chinatown underground that 
dealt in stolen cigarettes and liquor. 
Chow and Yee and their crews were 
already in the bag when the feds dan- 
gled marijuana in front of Yee’s face. 
Inserting marijuana into the mix looks 
very much like a Justice Department 
attempt to disrupt the drug legaliza- 
tion movement.

— would seem to be welcome. 

Alas. This raffle comes with a 
cost beyond the $20 ticket. It’s a 
San Francisco Police Officers Asso- 
ciation fundraiser on behalf of the 
half-dozen federally indicted cops 
accused of running a dope ring out 
of Mission Station, impressing local 
junkies into indentured servitude, 
shaking down hapless, impover- 
ished suspects like street thugs, and 
other assorted niceties. 

Naturally, these men are inno- 
cent. So is everyone until proven 
guilty. Them’s the rules. It also 
wouldn’t be much of a union if it 
didn’t stand up for its brethren 
until the bitter end. That is what is 
implied by the term “union.” 

It’s one thing to fight — or 
fundraise — diligently for a 
heartfelt cause. It’s another to be 
incentivized to do so via a desire 
for high-tech creature comforts or 
luxurious trips of the Let’s Make a 
Deal variety. 

Our calls to the Police Officers 
Association have gone unreturned; 
they are availing themselves of their 
right to remain silent. Fair enough. 
Tawdry behavior and moral failures 
are no crime. 

But holding a raffle? You'd be 
surprised. 


The concept of a raffle is simple 
enough that even people like your 
humble narrator, content with toxic 
Tupperware and secondhand boat

models, can quickly grasp the concept. 
It turns out, however, that raffles are 
overseen at the statewide level bya 
branch of the Attorney General's of- 
fice acting under the aegis of Penal 
Code Section 320.5. This section is 
subdivided into 13 subsections; its 
second subsection is further divided 
into four sub-subsections. That 
sub-subsection is composed of three 
sub-sub-subsections. The second 
sub-sub-subsection is branched into a 
pair of sub-sub-sub-subsections. 

None of these mention 
Tupperware. 

The pendulum of justice has 
reversed its polarity since the 
Wild Wild West era of charity 
raffles of the last decade. Former 
Republican State Sen. Bill Leonard 
recalls county sheriffs closing down 
church bingo nights — even while 
tribal casinos and legal card clubs 
raked in the cash a stone’s throw 
away. 

So, Penal Code Section 320.5 put 
an end to that in 2000 (busting up 

























bingo night makes 
the Baby Jesus cry). But 
it started something more. 
In order to discern what charities 
may hold a raffle, the state must 
determine what a charity is and 
what a raffle is; this involves myr- 
iad sections and subsections. And 
then it must keep track of them: 
Thousands of California entities — 
including the San Francisco Police 
Officers Association Legal Defense 
Fund — are crammed into the 
teeming spreadsheets of the Regis- 
try of Charitable Trusts maintained 
on the Attorney General’s website. 
All are expected to provide the 
state with their completed Form 
CT-NRP-2s by October in return for 
this privilege. 

Wisdom gleaned from the 42 
entries on the raffle section’s FAQ 
page: You can’t evade rules govern- 
ing raffles by simply calling your 
raffle an “opportunity drawing”; 
you can't raffle off your house to 
pay the mortgage even if you do- 
nate the remaining funds to chari- 
ty; and, yes, the 90/10 rule applies 
to 50/50 raffles. 

Many of the answers on the 
FAQ page do, indeed, come with 
sub-answers. 


Why do we run the ship of state 
this way? There’s a complicated 
answer (it involves sub-an- 
swers) anda simple one: Be- 
cause we can't have nice things. 

If you don't define terms 
like “nonprofit” and “raffle,” 
shady groups will comman- 

deer them both. “If you’re 
gonna have raffles, you need 
oversight,’ admits Leonard. 
That oversight, however, 
leads down the road of 
42-question FAQ sec- 
tions and sub-sections 
and sub-sub-sections. 
But that’s the 
nature of money 
and government. 
Exploitation be- 
gets rules, which 
begets more 
exploitation and 
more sophisticated 
forms of it. “Tax 
advisers make their 
money working in the 
gray areas, says Indiana Uni- 
versity professor John Mikesell, an 
authority on state and local taxes. 
“It makes sense things would be 
murky. The money is in the murk.” 

One thing, however, isn’t murky 
at all. When you win something 
in a raffle — crap like Tupperware 
and chintzy boat models — you're 
liable for the tax burden. It’s on you 
to report the cash value, though of 
course things change when you in- 
troduce a higher order of crap. 

For prizes valued at more than 
$600, San Francisco tax attorney 
Rob Wood says the charitable 
organization holding the raffle is 
mandated to hand winners a W-2G 
form. Sixty-inch televisions and 
extravagant European vacations 
would qualify here. 

Exploring the irony of a deeply 
law-bound raffle for law-enforce- 
ment accused of breaking the law 
is more or less beyond the scope 
of this piece, but it’s something to 
consider come May 22 as you wait 
to see if your number comes up. 

In the meantime, Wood offers 
your humble narrator some free 
advice: “If you have a knack for win- 
ning stuff you don’t need, and then 
you get a tax bill, you're doubly 
worse off. 

“Maybe you should stop entering 
raffles.”

fl Tote on Game Pieces and Friends 
Being, again, a board game of Personal Freedoms, the 
makers of Frisco! encourage players to choose Game 
Pieces that best represent them. No one really self-iden- 
tifies with a top hat, that’s patriocentric lunacy! Soin 
Frisco!, you can choose to bea bottle cap from your favor- 
ite small-batch IPA, a spare button off your favorite sus- 
tainably grown sport smock, an unused condom from 
your foray into “alternate lifestyles,” or a live chicken 
from the pen in your side yard, assuming the chicken 
fully consents to its role as a Game Piece and under- 
stands that being a Game Piece in no way threatens the 
selfhood of a chicken.

filso You Will Need 


A pen or pencil and paper to mark down your acquisi- 
tion and loss of Creds. The makers of Frisco! aren't try- 
ing to be paranoid, but recommend that players destroy 
their scoresheets upon completion of the game. 


Playing the Game 

The goal of Frisco! is to advance your Game Piece 
through the various Stages of life in Frisco!, all the while 
earning Creds. The Stages of Frisco! are: 


Tourist Trek 

Nightlife Nebula 

Tech Tundra 

Fringe Forest 

Politico Gulch 

Road to Enlightenment 


Starting with the player who has the keenest 
sense of having “done the work,” gameplay advances 
in a clockwise direction. Players roll the die and move 
their Game Piece to the appropriate square, where 
they will gain or lose Creds, lose a turn, have to roll 
and go backward, or undertake Challenges. Challeng- 
es can be either for a single player or for the whole 
group and represent opportunities for big points! 
The player with the most Creds at the end of the 
game is the winner, although the makers of Frisco! 
must caution players that “ends” and “winners” are 
existentially fraught concepts that have, in the course 
of human civilization, caused no shortage of misery 
and should be approached warily, even by the most 
guileless chicken-piece. 


Creds 


Creds represent a synthesis of the two major ways the 
people of Frisco! have, historically, gotten ahead. The 
first is money, which is common to cities everywhere, 
and hearkens to Frisco!’s very birth: The city was built by 
people who came to pull wealth out of the ground, and 
by other people who came to pull the wealth out of 
those people's pockets. The second way is less tangible, 
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but no less important. Frisco! has long benefited from 
the power of the uninhibited idea, and so the city has 
been the staging ground for everything from artistic 
movements (the Beats) to social movements (gay 
rights) to some combination thereof (Burning Man). 
This cultural capital can be read as a kind of “street cred,” 
if you squint. For the purposes of Frisco!: The Game, we 
have synthesized the two shaping forces into one: 
Creds. If this differs from your personal social contract, 
don’t worry; Frisco! is, after all, a board game that asks 
you to grope your neighbor to get ahead. 


Challenges 

Scattered across Frisco! are Challenges. Some are single 
Challenges and some are group Challenges. The player 
will undertake the Challenge and be allotted Creds by 
the player or players assigned to such a duty. In some 
cases, failure to satisfactorily accomplish a Challenge will 
lead to a roll to regress along the path. Many of you men- 
and women-children will find this aspect of the game 
particularly accurate. 

This return is actually a kind of reward. It allows 
you to retrace your steps, to re-experience the path 
that brought you to this decisive moment; it gives 
you the chance to try again. “Those who forget the 
past,” etc. 

On the other hand, winning a Challenge does not, 
or should not, precipitate a leap forward; better that 
it encourage quiet reflection upon the thing accom- 
plished. All too soon, you'll be required to press on. 
Why not enjoy the moment? 


The Problem with Board Games, 
Let's Be Ronest 


The astute player will notice that there is a program- 
matic progression from one Stage to the next, implying 
the tyranny of A Right Way to Do Things. The makers of 
Frisco! wish to disabuse you of that notion: It is not in- 
herently better to be a partier than a tourist, nor is nu- 
dity necessarily the sign of being more evolved than 
someone who enjoys a good flogging (the two can even 
be related)! The Shortcuts throughout the game should 
suggest a flexibility of life’s progression. For the game to 
approach the complexity of IRL, it would have to bea 
three-dimensional cube with a latticework of intercon- 
necting Paths and Shortcuts. And it would have to have 
no discernible goal. 

Better would be a 4-D version, a game which 
evolves in time, paths appearing and disappearing 


just as life’s options coalesce and foreclose. »> p12 ; : 
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Frisco! from pl 


The makers of Frisco! will get on this 
right away. In the meantime, enjoy 
this 2-D version of Frisco! and pretend 
that being a politician is preferable to 
anything. 


Furthermore 

The makers of Frisco! would like players 
to know that in a world increasingly 
dominated by electronic entertainment 
and handheld puzzles featuring candy, 
board-game makers have become over- 
whelmingly opportunistic, and so re- 
lease to the market subsequent 
variations on their basic, simplistic plat- 
forms. Witness the endless iterations on 
the appropriately capitalist Monopoly — 
at last count, there were hundreds of 
versions. 

So too with Frisco!, in which the lat- 
est version of the popular board game 
features “Tech Tundra” and “Fringe 
Forest” as nods to prevailing winds. The 
original version, the “Barbary Coast 
Edition,” featured such Stages as “Red 
Light District,” in which syphilis held 
you back and a fortuitous knifing could 
put you ahead, and “Gold-Panning,” 
which was tedious. The most popular 
edition by far was our “Summer of 
Love Edition,” with its “Hippie Cor- 
ner” (landing on LSD spots could get 
you ahead or behind, depending on 
how much you trusted the guidance 
the player to your left, and how much 
you believed in mere abstractions like 
“ahead” and behind” anyway) and 
“Free Love,’ which occupied most of 
the board with anatomically intricate 
challenges. Fun fact: That version of the 
game led to a Supreme Court obscenity 
trial (Makers of Frisco! v. Midwestern 
Parents’ Collective, 1969)! Already the 
makers of Frisco! are planning future 
versions, including the “Post-Atomic 
Catastrophe Edition” (due out 2019) 
featuring stages including “Scavenger’s 
Row,” “Farming in the Ruins,” and, de- 
lightfully, “Red Light District.” 


Winning the Game 

Whoever has the most Creds when all 
players have reached the end wins 
Frisco! The first player to finish gets a 
Bonus of 5000 Creds, because there is a 
premium on being the first one to do 
anything in Frisco!, especially if one 
makes sure everyone else knows it. So 
there is a strategy in taking all the 
Shortcuts and hurrying to finish. 

Those who work their way through 
each Stage diligently, taking on the 
Challenges and gathering points, 
however, may earn more Creds and 
actually end up the winner of Frisco!, 
which the makers of Frisco! hope is 
understood as a statement on the ulti- 
mate value of experience over merely 
completing a task. It’s an important 
lesson — though one probably lost on 
the kind of people who just want to 
be the first at the end no matter what, 
those goddamn strivers. (Whether the 
city of Frisco! is now more populated 
with those who desire completion or 
those who desire less-linear though 
perhaps more satisfying experience 


is a discussion better left to the phil- 
osophical treatise Living at the Speed 
of Frisco! A Meditation on Drive, Board 
Game Velocity, and Living the Good Life, 
by A. Q. Placard [Penumbra Books, 
1996].)

Which is not bad. The market is al- 
ways in flux, though, so keep an eye on 
Wall Street’s Frisco! Cred Index for the 
latest values. The bottom could drop 
out of this motherfucker any minute. 


fi Note on Gndings 
The makers of Frisco! want players to 
know that the makers of Frisco! recog- 
nize that the artifice of having a neat end 
is one common to narrative generally, 
but life, not so much. Endings, happy or 
otherwise, are illusions perpetuated bya 
brain evolved to find patterns in all 
things. But the clear mind must recog- 
nize that, in the universe, one constant 
is change; the other, upon which change 
is predicated, is chance. Life never ends 
as such, it is always in the process of be- 
coming something else. So the makers of 
Frisco! do not want players leaving the 
game thinking such neat outcomes are 
going to be possible in their lives; the ap- 
proximation of a journey through San 
Francisco life is just that, and whatever 
you take from the game that will help 
you at large is entirely a bonus unin- 
tended by the game-makers. All cyni- 
cism aside, the true goal of Frisco! is 
nearer at hand: You have simply to look 
up from the game board to knowit. See 
the people you've spent the last minutes 
or hours playing with, laughing with, 
learning from, challenging and being 
challenged by, in all their diversity. It was 
a dice-roll greater than any you will ever 
understand that brought you here to- 
gether, and whether facilitated by mu- 
tual interest or kink or kinship or some 
quirk of the city itself, the game itself, its 
point, is in sharing the time we have 
with others. As it is in life.

DON’T MISS 
THE TRAIN 


Famed for setting complex and 
unlikely texts to music, Pulitzer- 
winning composer Dominick Argento 
has plumbed the depths of Virginia 
Woolf’s diary, and combined 
Chekhov’s one act On the Harmful 
Effects of Tobacco with passages from 
the Audubon’s Birds of America, but 
his first international success was 
based on the seemingly innocent 
collection of children’s verse by 
Robert Louis Stevenson. This slightly 
surreal, decidedly existential one-act 
opera is set in an outdoor train 
station where passengers must pass 
the time before leaving for an 
unnamed exotic locale. In the 
honored practice of American opera, 
Postcards From Moroccois not 
bound by a concrete narrative (or 
even real language for that matter), it 
offers instead a series of powerful 
images and implications as 
characters reveal their lives through 
what’s hidden in their baggage. As 
Argento runs the gamut from 
Wagner to ragtime, his characters 
slowly devolve into paranoia, 
bitterness, and bullying. In this 
production, Portland Opera’s stage 
director Kevin Newbury eschews 
puppetry and costume changes for 
the more serious questions raised 
between shrieks of the train whistle.

Even those who sneer at cover bands 
must admit a great cover can be the 
gotcha track on any album because, 
at their best, cover songs are like love 
letters, not impersonations. Since 
2010, the UnderCover collective has 
consistently struck this rarified note 
by choosing a guest artistic director 
to present a classic album front to 
back, with different artists interpret- 
ing every song. Some offerings might 
have been anticipated, like the Extra 
Action Marching Band's gleeful con- 
strual of Black Sabbath’s “War Pigs,” 
but others, like Radiohead’s “How to 
Disappear Completely,’ performed in 
a flamenco/Balkan fusion by Eliza- 
beth Setzer and La Tania, have been 
quite staggering.

He’s quite famous. If you have a burn- 
ing desire to get involved with the jail- 
breaking movement, the convention is 
a great way to educate yourself. It could 
also bea great place to meet entrepre- 
neurs and up-and-coming tech leaders.

HEATING UP 


Texan artist and White Walls Gallery group show veteran Sergio Garcia will 
be showing his work in a new solo exhibition entitled “Infinite Chapters” at 
the Tenderloin space. Garcia works primarily in print and sculpture to pro- 
duce a mélange of iconic childhood objects and images. His past work has 
played with warped, fish-eyed references to American history and iconogra- 
phy. His series “Heat” featured silk-screened images of Air Jordan sneakers 
where gunpowder has been used as the transfer medium, recalling Warhol 
while incorporating a bit of new Americana — in American sneaker culture, 
“heat” is a term referring to rare, highly coveted sneakers. Garcia’s red tricy- 
cle frames are perhaps his most notable work; the sculptures seem to take 
the famous Eggleston tricycle and twist it every which way.

Bay Area native and rising comedian Chelsea Peretti talks Oakland vs. 
San Francisco, public defecation, and newfound fame.

Full moons don’t transform 
Chelsea Peretti into a wolf. Some- 
times, all it takes is an annoying Twit- 
ter comment. 

Enter “Wolf Mode’— a 
highly intense state of spiritual 
unrest when Peretti assumes the 
perspective of the wild creature, 
posting all-caps tweets about snowy 
fur, mountain dens, and ice howls. 
“You know how Beyoncé has Sasha 
Fierce?” Peretti says from a comedy 
tour stop in Houston. “It became an 
alter ego to inhabit so that I could 
venture forth into the Internet 
safely.” 

When not tweeting through 
the eyes of a wolf, Oakland native 
Peretti is one of the hardest- 
working comedians today, starring 
as eccentric secretary Gina Linetti 
on Fox’s Golden Globe-winning 
comedy series, Brooklyn 99, playing 
a wannabe R&B singer on Comedy 
Central’s, Kroll Show, philosophizing 
with strangers on her podcast, Call 
Chelsea Peretti, and performing 
stand-up on her American Treasure 
tour. We spoke to Peretti about 
the tour, the cultural state of 
the Bay Area, and her polarizing 
personality. 


SF Weekly: How often do you 
come back to the Bay Area? 
Chelsea Peretti: A lot. I moved to 
[L.A.] for [The Sarah Silverman Pro- 
gram], but I wanted to be closer to my 
parents, and my grandmother, and 
my aunt and some of my family mem- 
bers. So now if I want to go home ona 
whim, I can go for the weekend, and 
it’s very easy. 


Have you started getting 
recognized when you're back here 
yet? 

Well, yeah, this has been an 
interesting tour, because I’ve been 
just working so much. Now ’m 
on the road, and it definitely feels 
like there’s a whole different thing 
happening right now. 


Like what? 

Pll go get lunch and the waiter 
will be beaming. But no one says, 
like, “I’ve seen your show.” They 
might say it at the end of the meal. 
I don’t know, there’s just a lot of 


things starting to happen where I’m 
like, “Oh, God.” 





Has your recent success affected 
your standup, at all? You've been 
asking “Is this relatable?” on your 
Instagram posts lately. 

I do feel like the context of being 
like, “I’m on TV” is different than 
the context of, “I’m a struggling 
comedian.” Like, there is an element 
of, “Well, if I want to talk about what 
happened in my day, at this point, 
it might not be relatable in some 
ways. But I think there are always 
things you go through that are relat- 
able. There’s just human shit that ev- 
eryone has to do. We all have to eat, 
we all have to go to the bathroom, 
we all have families. So obviously 
you don't cease to be a human if 
you re on TV, but I’m just trying to 
have fun with it. 


| read somewhere that even 
though you grew up in the Bay 
Area, people were always telling 
you that you should move to New 
York, and that your personality al- 
ways had New York-ish gualities. 
I just always tended to be out- 
spoken. Probably starting in junior 
high school, I started finding com- 
edy was a useful way for me to feel 
comfortable socially. I think I was 
always funny and I was always very 
direct with people. And I think peo- 
ple thought that would be a good fit 
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for New York. I love the Bay Area so 
much, but sometimes people become 
so set in their thinking about things. 
I just think that Bay Area people 
sometimes become weirdly close- 
minded to the fact that people live a 
lot of different ways. How we live in 
Berkeley, California, isn’t how every- 
one lives all over the country. 


What do you think of the state of 
the Bay Area now, and how has it 
changed since you remember? 
Oakland has changed a fair 
amount. My neighborhood’s 
changed a lot. When I was in San 
Francisco years ago, visiting from 
New York, I was shocked because 
I was seeing homeless people just 
shitting on the street. And I was 
just like, “Damn!” I thought San 
Francisco was really way more out 
there than New York at that point. 
Last time I was there, everyone was 
protesting tech people’s buses or 
shuttles or something. And I was 
like, “Oh my God!” So I don’t know 
which is worse. My friend really did 
have someone shitting in front of 
his door all day long. Is that worse, 
or is a Google employee worse? 


Some have called Oakland the new 
Brooklyn, just because all the art- 
ists are coming over here from 


San Francisco, since it has be- 
come so expensive. What's your 
take on that? 

I'd like things to stay the same, 
on some level, just being a regular 
human who fears change. But 
on the other hand, I just think 
Oakland is so awesome. I just 
have a special place in my heart 
for Oakland, and I feel like it 
makes sense that people would 
move there. I loved coming home 
from the city. Like if I drove into 
San Francisco, I loved the feeling 
of driving back across the Bay 
Bridge, just like, “Oh, I’m going 
into peacefulness now.” Obviously 
not everyone feels like Oakland is 
peaceful, but my experience there 
was positive. 


You've said in other interviews 
that you think people either love 
or hate you. Why do you think 
that is? 

First of all, I think a lot of people 
hate women in comedy, partic- 
ularly in stand-up. There's just a 
really small, but it feels looming, 
at times, group that are like, “Why 
is a woman trying to be funny? We 
don’t like that. That’s what men do. 
Women should be pretty, and that’s 
what they’re supposed to do.” Sol 
think there’s a base level of people 
who already hate you straight out 
of the gate. And I just think some 
people have that impact: People just 
have strong reactions to you. I don’t 
think I have a really commercial 
vibe. 


On the flip side, you have a lot 
of devoted people who love you 
so much. 

Yes, I think, in general, the past 
probably five years have been pretty 
amazing. I just wasn’t a comedian 
who started and straight out of the 
gate, and everyone who saw me, was 
like, “I’m in love!” Industry people 
weren't paying that much attention 
to me, initially. 

I’ve been doing this for sucha 
long time. I started in 2000 doing 
stand-up. So it’s been this paying- 
your-dues kind of career for me. 
Not everyone has that. Some people 
have celebrated careers, and some 
people never have much success. So 
obviously it’s a whole spectrum, but 
things have felt very surreal to me 
in the last handful of years, because 
it has just been one good thing 
building on another. I’ve had more 
support and love from people than I 
ever would have thought.

Hanging Out With Strangers 


Wendy MacNaughton talks drawing, quoting, 


and people-watching.

Meanwhile in San Francisco: 
The City in Its Own Words by Wendy 
MacNaughton features whimsical 
drawings of different parts of the city 
alongside quotes from S.F. citizens 
describing each area. The detailed il- 
lustrations are paired with a first- 
hand perspective on things many S.F. 
residents probably don’t think about: 
the culture of Chinatown, the daily 
life of a farmers market vendor, and 
what it’s like to live at Sixth and Mis- 
sion. We spoke with MacNaughton to 
find out where she got the idea for 
such a unique book. 


SF Weekly: When did you 
begin sketching? 

Wendy MacNaughton: I’ve 
been drawing for as long as I can 
remember, except I stopped for like 
10 years. When you go to art school 
as an undergrad, you stop actually 
making drawing and paintings and 
start making really, really bad con- 
ceptual art, and that’s what I did. 


What was your initial inspi- 
ration to sketch neighborhoods 
of San Francisco and get quotes 
from its residents? 

MacNaughton: I started sketch- 
ing again when I was working in 
downtown San Francisco but not 
living there yet, and I would sketch 
people I observed on my BART 
commute and write stuff about 
what I thought they were thinking. 
I was writing for The Rumpus at the 
time, and the editor, Paul Madon- 
na, suggested I write a longer nar- 
rative. That was a big shift for me, a 
new way of thinking about things, 
and it evolved into what I do now. 

I’m a curious person natural- 
ly, and I enjoy hanging out with 
strangers. Everybody is an oppor- 
tunity for a conversation. I chose 
to use the citizens’ own words 
because in addition to my train- 
ing in art, I also got my degree in 
social work, and one of the most 
important things in social work 
is letting people speak for them- 
selves. Social work is about giving 
people their own voice, people who 
might not normally have the spot- 
light. I didn’t want to put words in 
anyone’s mouths. I didn’t want to 
speak for anyone else. 


How long have you lived in 
San Francisco? 

I was born in San Francisco and 
lived here for a couple years before 
my family moved to Marin County, 
which is where I grew up. As soon 
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as it was possible for my friends 
and I to sneak back to the city, we 
would come here all the time. I 
moved away from the Bay and back 
a few times. I’ve now been living in 
San Francisco for four or five years, 
and I’m not going anywhere. Be- 
cause I grew up in Bay Area, when 
I was 19, I left and I was like, “I am 
never coming back here again!” It’s 
funny, here Iam almost 20 years 
later, and not only am I back living 
here, but I wrote a book about 

the city. 


How does the people-watch- 
ing in Marin County compare 
with the people-watching in 
San Francisco? 

There’s some great people-watch- 
ing in Marin County, but there’s 
more diverse people watching in 
San Francisco. There’s much more 
racial and economic diversity here. 
There are more ways of being and of 
living in San Francisco. 


What other projects are you 
working on? 

I’m actually working on two 
books with local artists. The first 
one is called Pen and Ink: Tattoos 
and the Stories Behind Them with 
Isaac Fitzgerald. It started out asa 
Tumblr page where people submit 
pictures of their tattoos and the 
story behind it, and Pll draw the 
tattoos and write down the stories. 
The book is coming out in October. 

The other one is Salt, Fat, Acid, 
Heat: The Four Elements of Good 
Cooking with Samin Nosrat, who’s 
an awesome chef and teacher and 
person. That one will come out 
sometime in 2015. Meanwhile, I 
draw stuff for The New York Times 
and commercial clients.

Venus in Fur, now at ACT, is 
an exercise in endurance for actors. The 
two characters, director Thomas (Henry 
Clarke) and actor Vanda (Brenda 
Meaney), never get to leave the stage for 
the show’s running time, and they are 
relieved by nary an entrance of another 
character, nor scene change, nor black- 
out. The set, by John Lee Beatty, also of- 
fers no distraction. It’s an audition room 
that aptly reflects Thomas’ status in the 
theater world. Unadorned, and even a 
bit dingy, it’s still spacious enough to re- 
flect his high opinion of himself, one 
that he persuades others to share, one 
that the play devilishly unravels. 

Venus in Fur is best known as the 
comedy that elevated the then-un- 
known actor Nina Arianda to Broad- 
way stardom, garnering her a Tony 
Award for one of her first major 
professional theater appearances. 

But in this production, directed by 
Casey Strangl, if Clarke and Meaney 
are mostly fine, sometimes very fine, 
but never noteworthy, David Ives’ 
script holds up as distinctive in its 
own right. 

Thomas has been auditioning 
women (or “girls” as he often calls 
them) all day to play the “sexy slash 
intelligent” lead in the play he’s writ- 
ten and is directing (a job combina- 
tion that usually bodes ill), with little 
luck: “Most women who are 24 these 
days sound like six-year-olds on heli- 
um,’ he says. 

When Vanda walks in, egregiously 
late and firing f-bombs as if from a 
machine gun, she seems the epitome 
of all Thomas has just said he hates: 
unschooled, juvenile. She’s even 
brought a bear-sized sack of costumes 
and props to aid her, a big no-no in 
the casting world. Initially, the me- 
chanics Ives assembles to keep her in 
the audition room clunk and sputter. 
But the conceit-laden opening quickly 
yields to a master class in dialogue. 


Vanda is auditioning for an adap- 
tation of Venus in Furs by Leopold von 
Sacher-Masoch, whose name is the or- 
igin of the term masochism. Her initial 
machinations to not get kicked out — 
feigned ignorance here, a seizing of 
Thomas’ vulnerability there — cou- 
pled with a suddenly affected stateli- 
ness delivered in a pitch-perfect 
Katherine Hepburn mid-Atlantic ac- 
cent (is this all Thomas was looking for 
all day?), set the stage for her to bring 
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the play-within-a-play’s transgressive 
vision of sex and domination off the 
page and into the audition itself. 

At first the pair is simply reveling 
in the unmediated joy of making 
artistic ideal reality. But slowly au- 
ditioner becomes auditionee, man 
becomes woman, the powerful glee- 
fully becomes powerless. As the play 
approaches its dark, fantastical, and 
glorious twist, an insidious super- 
natural force creeps into Ives’ taut 
storytelling, elevating this comedy to, 
if not a fully trailblazing satire, then 
one that’s got real bite underneath its 
snap and sass. 


Deceit also figures prominently in 
99 Stock Production’s and San Fran- 
cisco State University’s co-production 
of I Never Lie: The Pinocchio Project. Or, 
at least, the PR for the piece said deceit 
was supposed to figure prominently. 
The play, written and directed by Mere- 
dith Eden as her thesis project, pur- 
ports to explore why we tell lies, but 
the bulk of this production features 
only six schoolboys (Derek Caplan, An- 
drew Chung, Tim Goble, James May- 
agoitia, Hunter Ridenour, and Renzo 
Romero) playing make-believe to pass 
the time on a rainy day — rather low- 
stakes “lies.” 

When theater people talk about di- 
recting Chekhov, they often say one of 
the main challenges is to not let bored 
characters become boring. In this 
play, Eden spends about 20 minutes 
establishing that the characters are in 
fact bored — not much substance to 
prevent them from being also, well, 
boring. During this obscenely long

stretch, as characters make up stories, 
many of them centered on the Pinoc- 
chio tale for no clear reason, the rules 
of the play’s world are vexingly sloppy. 
A character who is feared as a stranger 
one moment suddenly becomes one 
of the group the next. Later, a char- 
acter’s unconsciousness is the central 
focus of one scene but then forgotten 
the next, even as he still lies on the 
floor, unmoving. 

The production feels motivated 
by interesting design ideas — pro- 
jecting video on an overturned table 
as a scene with which puppets can 
interact, having live actors become 
filmed projections when they disap- 
pear behind a wall — that the play 
became forced to reach by whatever 
means necessary. The ensemble, giddy 
enough to play with one another for a 
couple of hours, struggles under this 
lack of discipline, its energies fizzling 
into half-formed choices and bum- 
bling attempts at easy laughs. 

A line early in the play suggests it 
purports to subvert narrative story- 
telling. But to break theatrical rules, 
it helps to first have a good grasp 
of them.

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So You're Naked on the Internet... 


According to an unsurprising 
2012 study, 80 percent of the photos 
on the Internet are of naked women. 

Even with Facebook and Insta- 
gram laying down the law when it 
comes to nip-slips, it is now easier 
than ever to join the ranks of those 
whose privates are made public on 
the Internet from now until the 
end of time. Smartphone technolo- 
gy has placed handheld porn-mak- 
ing machines into the pockets of 
the masses. Blog portals like Tum- 
blr and The Chive are dependent on 
user-generated selfies of sideboob, 
thong shots, and in Tumblr’s case, 
even hardcore porn. Web-camming 
platforms like My Free Cams and 
Skin Video have the potential to 
turn any person with a webcam 
into a porn star. It’s also easy as 
pie to be a non-consensual creeper 
and screengrab a Snapchat of your 
girlfriend’s boobs, or flood Twitter 
with naked photos of a frenemy’s 
“Girls Gone Wild” moment in Ve- 
gas. Whether we make the choice or 
someone else does, more and more 
of us are showing up naked on the 
Internet all the time. 
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When I initially made the deci- 
sion to do porn in 2008, I was naive 
and optimistic about the world. I 
knew that the probability was high 
that people from my personal life 
would find my pornographic per- 
formance, but I was convinced that 
it wouldn’t matter. I thought that 
if classmates or a family members 
found my porn, they would remain 
silent for fear of outing themselves 
as consumers of porn, and we 
would both be locked into a Cold 
War of shame, both parties reluc- 
tant to admit their transgression 
into the world of online sex. 

Of course, I was wrong. 

A few months after I shot my 
first porn scene, I received a text 
message from a family member. 
The text contained a snapshot of 
a computer screen. On the screen 
flashed the website I had shot for 
earlier that year, with my smiling 
face and naked body in the shower 
next to my co-star. I was mortified. 
My stomach tightened and I don’t 
think I stopped fear-sweating for a 
solid month after receiving 
that text. 


Even years ago, before social 
media accelerated the spread of 
information, the news of my per- 
formance spread throughout my 
family, college, and hometown 
simultaneously. Before I had even 
made the decision to be a career 
sex worker, almost everyone in my 
life knew about and had potentially 
watched my porn. I realized that my 
choice to be naked on the Internet 
would perhaps affect my life, so I 
had better learn to embrace it. 

Fast-forward six years later to 
Belle Knox, the “Duke Porn Star” 
who was outed by a classmate and 
then mercilessly bullied, threat- 
ened, and shamed by peers and 
even my old friend, Dr. Drew of 
Loveline. Dr. Drew (who you may re- 
member advised me not to do porn 
way back when) said to Knox on live 
television that if he were her father 
he would kill himself. 

Is Thomas Bagley, the Duke frat 
boy who outed her, facing public 
shaming or threats for subscrib- 
ing to FacialAbuse.com where he 
discovered Knox’s work? Of course 
not. This world does not punish 


porn consumers in the same way it 
punishes porn performers. 

The majority of the Internet is 
devoted to naked girls, and still 
people act like performing in porn 
is the worst thing anyone can ever 
do. The paradox isn’t new. 

Like me, Knox was optimistic 
when she began her career in the 
sex industry. In her first article for 
xojane.com, she writes: 

“People often ask me this ques- 
tion, ‘But when you graduate, you 
won't be able to get a job, will you? 
I mean, who would hire you?’ I sim- 
ply shrug and say, ‘I wouldn’t want 
to work for someone who discrimi- 
nates against sex workers.” 

Call it naivete, but I find Knox’s 
outlook inspiring. I too dream of a 
day when sex workers and anyone 
who has made a harmless sexual 
transgression via the World Wide 
Web can live free of persecution and 
shame. 

Because, at the rate we're going, 
someday, everyone will be naked on 
the Internet.

Dom Hemingway 
Rated R. Opens Friday at the AMC 
Metreon. 
Richard Shepard’s Dom Hemingway be- 
gins with jailbird Hemingway (a ripped 
and hirsute Jude Law) giving an ex- 
tended monologue on the exquisite- 
ness of his junk, all while being serviced 
offscreen by a fellow inmate, and the 
movie never really stops being about 
his penis on both metaphoric and literal 
levels. Released from a 12-year prison 
sentence into a multicultural London, 
Hemingway reunites with his partner 
(Richard E. Grant), seeks payback from 
his old crime boss (Demian Bichir), and 
tries to reconnect with his justifiably 
angry daughter (Emilia Clark, showing 
more acting chops than she ever has as 
Game of Thrones’ Daenerys Targaryen). 
Like most contemporary British crime 
films, Dom Hemingway is slick and 
flashy (if never quite as kinetic as last 
year’s Trance), and though it’s an origi- 
nal screenplay, frequent intertitles add 
to a feeling that it’s a not-quite-success- 
ful adaptation of a novel. Lawis the 
center of every scene, and he throws 
himself into what is a very verbose, 
male-fantasy figure. Unfortunately, 
even by gangster movie standards, Dom 
Hemingway's female characters are just 
a series of one-note bitches, whores, 
and duplicitous gun molls. (The hippie 
girl Melody is downright inexplicable.) 
Still, the fact that he’s trying to fix his 
relationship with a daughter rather 
than a son is a nice of change of pace

Under the Skin 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
At last, a darkly shiny new collectible 
from Jonathan Glazer, that tantaliz- 
ingly infrequent director of films, in- 
cluding Sexy Beast and Birth, and great 
specialist of highly charged movie 
moods. This one’s a mesmerizing and 
at times utterly chilling fable of sorts,

in which Scarlett Johansson inhu- 
manly roams the Scottish Highlands 
picking up men and bringing them 
back to her place. Let's say it’s a very 
dark place. Adapted by Glazer and Wal- 
ter Campbell from Michel Faber’s 
novel, whose expository details it dis- 
cards, Under the Skin plays out as a wel- 
come if willful throwback to arty 
vintage sci-fi that doesn’t care to ex- 
plain itself. With great help from Mica 
Levi's brooding-freakout score, Glazer 
moves fluidly between naturalism and 
stylization, transcending the alien-se- 
ductress trope by interrogating it cine- 
matically. We behold the movie star as 
a covert and terrifying otherworldly 
predator, her victims reportedly in- 
cluding several non-actors who, at first, 
didn’t even know they were being 
filmed. (For this, Glazer’s team in- 
vented a tiny concealable camera.) 
What does it all say about us? Under the 
Skin is sure to leave some viewers feel- 
ing fed up, but others will curl with glee 
at its finely calibrated fusion of genre 
cool and metaphysical inquiry. Or you 
can just see it as a travelogue: Scotland 
never looked so sinister and gorgeous.

The Galapagos Affair: Satan 
Came to Eden 
Not rated. Opens Friday. 
This is not a quiz, or ajoke, but actually 
a good question: What happens when a 
brooding Nietzschean gets away from 
it all to the Ground Zero of Darwinian 
epiphany, then gets deeply annoyed by 
the arrival of his new neighbors? The 
answer is complex, and cautionary. In 
The Galapagos Affair, San Francisco 
filmmakers Dayna Goldfine and Dan 
Geller chronicle the true tale of strange

doctor Friedrich Ritter and his mistress 
Dore Strauch decamped for the totally 
DIY life in Floreana, a rugged and unin- 
habited island off the coast of Ecuador. 
Word got out, and soon the so-called 
“Adam and Eve of the Galapagos” 
found their solitude interrupted by the 
so-called “Swiss Family Robinson of 
the Galapagos,” along with a gun-tot- 
ing Austrian baroness and her two pe- 
culiar lovers. By 1934, civilization was 
on the ropes back in Germany, but this 
tropical alternative seemed pretty 
much down for the count too. With 
characteristic poise and intelligence, 
Goldfine and Geller spin the yarn very 
well, balancing eccentricity with acces- 
sibility. Their film makes judicious use 
of its subjects’ home movies and of Rit- 
ter and Strauch’s usefully articulate 
writings (read, respectively, by Thomas 
Kretschmann and Cate Blanchett). 
Blessed with a great cast of human 
characters, they also pay keen atten- 
tion to various beasts, some more do- 
mesticated than others. If the movie 
tends to sprawl a little, that only rein- 
forces its validity; too-tidy packaging 
might betray the telling, nuanced 
weirdness of the tale itself. JK

Cuban Fury Being about a meek Englishman who digs 
deep to unearth his dormant charisma, this first 
official solo Nick Frost star vehicle goes a safe and 
familiar route. Frost originated the idea and produced 
the film, written by Jon Brown and directed by James 
Griffiths, and although it lacks the mildly deranged 
magic Frost has in his various collaborations with 
fellow funnyman Simon Pegg (seen in fun cameo 
here) and director Edgar Wright, he’s got to start 
somewhere — say, an affable if not quite riotous 
romantic comedy. A salsa sensation in his youth, 
Frost's character got bullied on the way to nationals 
once, and never recovered his confidence. He grew 
up to become a tubby sad sack, living the bad dream 
of corporate doldrums. Then his very attractive new 
boss (Rashida Jones) arrives from America, and she 
likes salsa too. Of course he has a Serious rival for 
her affection (Chris O'Dowd), both in the office and 
on the dancefloor, but our hero knows what he has 
to do. What he has to do, foremost, is get help from 
his sister and former dance partner (Olivia Colman), 
his crusty onetime mentor (lan McShane), and his 
flamboyantly encouraging fellow dance student 
(Kayvan Novak). Going through these motions, Frost is 
easy to like, and so’s his supporting cast. In particular, 
such is the comic genius of O'Dowd that he can warm 
your heart even with the convincing portrayal of a 
smarmy dick. And such is the loveliness of Jones that 
she can seem effortlessly convincing as the muse to 
a man who'd once given up on himself. Ultimately, 
what Cuban Fury reminds us is that before all dance 
steps, there must be baby steps. (JK) 

Finding Vivian Maier “A little past eccentric” is a 
phrase that can apply to any of a number of great 
artists, and when an interviewee uses it describe 
the title subject of John Maloof and Charlie Siskel's 
documentary Finding Vivian Maier, it borders on 


understatement. Maier was a mid-20th century 
nanny who was also a compulsive photographer, 
taking upwards of 150,000 pictures of mostly urban 
life with her stealthy Rolleiflex camera. She didn’t 
develop all the film, and she kept the developed 
pictures to herself, leading to an obscurity which 
finally ended when co-director Maloof bought some of 
her negatives ona whim at an auction. Finding Vivian 
Maier follows the faux-hawked Maloof as he speaks 
to the people who knew her as a nanny (including Phil 
Donahue!), developing a portrait of a shy, emotionally 
troubled woman who likely would have been horrified 
by her posthumous celebrity. The selected photos 
are of course uniformly gorgeous, including many 
of what we now called “‘selfies,” and a particular 
anecdote is deeply telling: One time, when one of 
her charges got hurt, Maier started taking pictures 
rather than helping the child. We see these pictures, 
taken decades before the current moral panic about 
smartphones. No matter the technology, human 
nature does not change, and Vivian Maier was as 
human as they come. (SC) 


Interior. Leather Bar. To avoid an X-rating for Cruising, 


his 1980 film about a cop (Al Pacino) who goes under- 
cover to catch a killer in New York's homosexual S&M 
underworld, director William Friedkin cut more than a 
half-hour’s worth of explicit queer sex. Friedkin states 
in his memoirs that footage was never intended to 
be in the final cut, and James Franco and Travis 
Matthews’ Interior. Leather Bar. is not only a scripted 
faux-documentary about Franco and Matthews 
deciding to reshoot those scenes, but an exploration 
of why Disney's new Wizard of 0z would even want to 
do such a thing. Though the film mostly follows actor 
Val Lauren, recruited to play the Pacino role with no 
small amount of trepidation, the heart of the film is 
Franco working though his culturally ingrained fear 
of gay sex, and his desire to move beyond the tyranny 
of heteronormativity and find something beautiful in 
what Cruising portrayed as dark and evil. (Progress: 
The judgmental, distancing word “lifestyle,” often 
used by Friedkin, is never uttered once.) The actual 
restaged footage comprises far less than 40 min- 
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utes of the 60-minute running time, and is nothing 
special by gay porn standards. Interior. Leather Bar. 
frequently chases its own tail, but it’s an interesting 
thought experiment nonetheless. (The Roxie will be 
showing it with Franco-tastic shorts.) (SC) 


Joe Nowadays Nicolas Cage only has to be pretty good 


to seem pretty great. Was this his plan all along? 
The title role in Joe is a subtle turn by recent Cage 
standards, and it gets up our hopes of some deeply 
redemptive moment for the chronic overactor. But 
in the end, it’s still kitsch, albeit more subdued 
than usual. Joe, a Southerner, makes his shabby 
livelihood poisoning trees so lumber companies can 
replace them for profit. He’s an ex-con with a violent 
but righteous temper, and the movie presents him 
like a germinal superhero, bonding fatefully with a 
teenager, well played by Tye Sheridan, who wants a 
job and by extension an escape from his own abusive 
alcoholic father. History will have to judge Joe's 
contribution to the ongoing epidemic of movies so 
lazily titled that all they can manage to do is take 
their main character's common first names; the usual 
first consequence of that choice is forgettability. At 
least in Mud, another sylvan Southern tale with the 
marvelously truthful young actor Sheridan getting 
rustic tutelage in the art of manhood (that time 
from Matthew McConaughey), the name in question 
wasn't exactly common. In Joe's defense, it was 
adapted from a 1991 novel of the same name by the 
late Mississippi author Larry Brown. The film implies 
a return to roots not just for Cage, but for director 
David Gordon Green, whose larkish, lulling indie 
Prince Avalanche didn't quite redeem him after the 
sub-par stoner romp Your Highness. But all it really 
makes good on is a delivery of coarse brutality and 
rural Southern stereotypes. (JK)

Captain America: The Winter Soldier To clarify, 


Captain America is not the Winter Soldier. So the 
colon in the title of Captain America: The Winter 
Soldier might be confusing. They have some things 
incommon, at least. They're both super-strong, and 
so’s their stuff. And they're from the same generation, 
which matters when they're both embroiled in a 
tortuous world-domination plot with roots in the 
Third Reich. It’s a plot thick with friend-foe confusion, 
freedom-security tradeoffs, and military-industrial 
complexity — which our still-affably old-fashioned 
hero (Chris Evans) describes without approval as 
“holding a gun to everyone on Earth and calling it 
protection.” On foiling duty he has assistance from 
Samuel L. Jackson and Scarlett Johansson, and anew 
ally played by the ever-welcome Anthony Mackie. 
Directors Anthony and Joe Russo seem less at home 
in big action sequences than in warmer and more 
intimate character interactions. But mostly this is a 
movie about smashing things up, duking things out, 
and clanging right along toward the next expansion 
of the Marvel Cinematic Universe. (JK) 


It Felt Like Love You're a 14-year-old named Lila (Gina 


Piersanti), and in the beginning of Eliza Hittman’s 
hypnotic It Felt Like Love, you're wading on the 
shore of Rockaway Beach, your back to the audi- 
ence, stepping back whenever the tide comes on 
too strong. Finally you turn and look directly into 
the camera, your face covered with sunscreen like 
a mask, one of many masks as you try to explore 
your sexuality — unsure how to wade, let alone how 
to dive in like your best friend Chiara (Giovanna 
Salimeni) with her guido boyfriend Patrick (Jesse 
Cordasco). Those thuggy, sexy Brooklyn boys like 
Sammy (Ronen Rubinstein) watch porn and pee in 
buckets and treat you like a bottom-feeder — and 
yet, those shoulders, those biceps, they compel you. 
And so many firsts: Your first time getting drunk at a 
party and passing out on someone else's bathroom 
floor, your first walk of shame... you fake it without 
guarantee of making it, and maybe it doesn't matter 
whether it’s anything like love or not, just so long as 
you're feeling something. (SC) 


On My Way Emmanuelle Bercot's charming On My Way 


is of a piece with last year’s The Great Beauty: Both 
are state-of-the-unions for their respective countries 
of France and Italy, and steeped in their nation’s past 
film styles. Where the Italian film was an evocation of 
Fellini at his lushest, On My Way has more of a breezy, 
semi-improvised Truffaut feel. Sixty-something 
Bettie (Catherine Deneuve) is a former Miss France 
contestant and current restaurateur who, after 
getting dumped by her lover for a much younger 
model, decides to shuck it all and go driving nowhere 
in particular. During her episodic journey, she gets 
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to know her estranged grandson (Nemo Schiffman) 
and wrestles with mixed feelings about her past. 
On My Way doesn't dwell much on how she looked 
when she was younger, partially because Deneuve 
has never been just a pretty face — it’s her ability to 
project both strength and vulnerability that makes 
her compelling at any age. (SC)

Flavor Implosion

Location can make or break 
a restaurant, or so the conventional 
thinking goes. It’s not a factor I con- 
sider much in a place like S.F., where 
high-end food can be found in dive 
bars and basements, and citizens will 
travel upward of an hour for the very 
best dim sum or Korean barbecue. 

Food blogger/jam-maker turned 
restauranteur Pim Techamuanvivit 
went for the most mainstream of 
locations when opening Kin Khao, 
her upscale, often exciting new 
Thai restaurant: a hotel in Union 
Square. It seems like an odd choice. 
The menu of “authentic” dishes that 
Thai-raised Techamuanvivit grew 
up with is probably too exotic for 
tourists, who may only recognize 
green curry on the list (and here 
that curry is served with rabbit, not 
more pedestrian chicken or tofu). 
It’s a hard sell for locals, too. The 
hourglass-shaped space tucked in 
the back lobby of the Parc 55 ho- 
tel is awkward, and the prices are 
significantly higher than the Thai 
restaurants a few blocks west in the 
Tenderloin. God knows getting a 
restaurant space in this city is hard 
enough, but spicy, obscure, high-end 
Thai food does seem like a concept 
more suited to the Mission than the 
corner of Mason and Ellis. 

There is of course something 
racist, or at least jingoistic, lurking 
in the idea that a $17 plate of pasta 
with locally sourced crab at a New 
American restaurant is acceptable, 
while $17 for Thai noodles with 
the same crab is not. But the prices 
themselves weren't my problem with 
Kin Khao. The restaurant is vigilant 
about using local, sustainable ingre- 
dients in its dishes, and the kitchen 
— helmed by Manresa alum Michael 
Gaines — makes its own curries, 
chile sauces, and other labor-inten- 
sive items. That attention to sourc- 
ing and detail costs money whether 
you're making California or Thai cui- 
sine. The downside is the same too. 
Charging a lot of money for food 
means that you have less leeway for 
mediocrity, and for every dish at Kin 
Khao that soared, there was another 
that never got off the ground. 

When the food was good, it was 
some of the best Thai food I’ve ever 
had. The dry-fried pork riblets, in 
particular, were remarkable. The first 
hit was redolent of lemongrass and 
curry, but then layers of spice wal- 
loped the taste buds and didn’t stop. 
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Less hot but no less interesting was 
the yum yai salad, a collection of tex- 
turally contrasting raw, cooked, and 
tempura vegetables in delicate chile 
dressing that was more sweetness 
than spice. And the black rice pud- 
ding, with its DIY garnishes of coco- 
nut sugar caramel, coconut cream, 
and peanut-sesame 
pralines, had just 
enough sugar to sat- 
isfy, but was bland 
enough to tamp 
down the mouth-fires 


that had been stoked

And the Hua 
Hin Beach, an umbrella-garnished 
rum drink made with coconut cream, 
stout, and kaffir lime, was the per- 
fect antidote to any excessive spice.

the table. Another mixed success was 
charred octopus with a zingy citrus 
sauce, like a more hardcore version of 
Korean spicy squid, but the protein 
was overcooked and rubbery.

of the least interesting on the menu. 
Green curry was complex and creamy, 
everything youd want in a curry, 

but all the effort of making it from 
scratch daily didn’t register as mark- 
edly different than the curry of, say, 
Lers Ros a few blocks away. Its rabbit 
meatballs, heavily seasoned and a bit 
gamey, were standouts, but the rabbit 
saddle was tricky to portion out. 

The most disappointing dish by 
far was the aforementioned $17 
noodles: crab sen chan, rice noodles 
in a chantaburi sauce with Dunge- 
ness crab that were more or less 
another take on pad Thai. The crab 
fat-infused sauce didn’t taste like 
much of anything, and the dish was 
marred by large clumps of gummy, 
unsauced rice noodles. It was a far 
cry from the famous crab noodles of 
the Slanted Door, another upscale, 
local Asian restaurant that has per- 
severed for years because of its con- 
sistency and fine-dining atmosphere. 
Kin Khao’s variable food and studi- 
ously casual vibe — its too-loud rock 
soundtrack, serve-yourself flatware, 
and chalkboard drawing and post- 
card rack decor — just made its flaws 
that much more apparent. When you 
try something new, you run the risk 
of losing yourself in the process.

Pub at noon, no one at the bar turned 
around to check the door.

Chef and owner 
Justin Navarro is there Tuesday 
through Friday working the griddle 
and offering a small menu of sand- 
wiches from noon to 2 p.m. and in 
the evening from 5 p.m. to 10 p.m.

Since then he’s earned a solid 
following of folks hankering for his 
pepperoncini-style pickled eggs, a 
killer grilled cheese, and a hearty 
breakfast sandwich called the AM. 
“It’s been a lot of learning and a lot 
of fun, and maybe too much drink- 
ing,” he says. “I mean, I’m five steps 
from a bar 60 hours a week, that has 
to be a bad idea.” He’s got a point, 
but for those of us with a hot roast 
beef sandwich in one hand, having a 
beer in the other is most certainly a 
good idea.

A Breakfast 
Sandwich 
Worth Waking 
Up For

Eggs, bread, and cheese: 
These are the minimum components 
to a simple breakfast sandwich. Adda 
little salty piggy protein or a vegetable 
for complexity and you're going above 
and beyond. The Sunday Special break- 
fast sandwich at Marla Bakery executes 
on each of the aforementioned pieces 
with great technique and thought, re- 
sulting in a harmonious sandwich that 
practically sings to the stomach. 

Let’s start with the egg. A perfect- 
ly poached egg is a pain to achieve, 
but Marla Bakery pulls it off precise- 
ly: warm, runny, yolky goodness en- 
capsulated in the set-yet-soft whites 
that are trimmed down to a T. 

The bread comes in the form of 
an English muffin, but this is no 
Thomas. Marla’s version is made in- 
house. It’s light. It’s fluffy. It’s but- 
tery ... it’s just right. The muffins are 
smartly recycled into breadcrumbs 
that dot the sandwich. 

And because simply slapping a slice 
of cheddar on this sandwich would be 
way too easy, Marla instead drizzles it 
with a sauce mornay, aka a béchamel 
with cheese. In this case, Marla uses a 
sharp white Cabot Clothbound Ched- 
dar. But the beautiful thing is the un- 
expected airiness and lightness about 
it all. You don't get the mouth-coating 
heaviness you'd expect out of a sauce 
made of flour, butter, cheese, and 
milk. It’s brilliant. 

The detail-driven technique contin- 
ues with the asparagus: first blanched, 
finished in the oven, and finally 
tossed in a kumquat vinaigrette. The 
house-cured ham — pork loin brined 
in coriander, rosemary, salt, sugar, 
and garlic for five days, then cooked 
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sous-vide — adds the ideal salted 
protein element that elevates and 
completes the whole thing. 

One bite is all it takes to get a 
taste of each of these carefully pre- 
pared ingredients. The crunch of 
the asparagus, the richness of the 
poached egg intermingling with the 
mornay and the lovely little briney 
slice of ham all nestled between 
those fluffy buttery muffins. Oh 
sandwiches, you are so convenient. 

But don’t expect to get this same 
exact sandwich the next time you go. 
The chef behind Marla Bakery, Amy 
Brown, hails from Nopa and carries 
the restaurant’s in-season-and-in- 
kitchen cooking mantra with her. 
The sandwich’s mainstays are the 
muffin and the egg, but everything 
in between changes often based on 
what’s available and fresh. This is a 
good thing. Past sets have included 
bacon and fava green pesto, or an- 
cho-rubbed pulled pork with green 
garlic cream. 

Whatever permutation of break- 
fast sandwich you end up with, know 
that the attention to deliciousness 
will be there.

Tiny New FiDi 
Bar Goes Big 
on Cocktails

The shift towards ever-more-baroque 
mixology in ever-tinier surroundings 
hits a new high in SRO, a cash-only 
venue-within-a-venue that one may 
enter from gritty Washburn Alley in 
SOMA or through Oddjob. If you like 
dark interiors with a pendulous chan- 
delier and a silver-tongued barkeep 
who plays with fire, it might be your 
new spot. 

The softly backlit bar is low-key 
but sort of stunning, like what you 
might have found in the lounge ona 
transatlantic zeppelin. Since there is 
no menu (or website), every cocktail 
is effectively unique, although you 
may steer the bartender in a partic- 
ular direction. I chose “bitter-for- 
ward,” and got rye, Suze (a gen- 
tian-root liqueur that only recently 
became legal), wormwood-black car- 
damom simple syrup, and eucalyptus 
bitters. (A drinking buddy of short 
acquaintance got radish, rhubarb, 
and raspberry muddled together.) 

Everything seems to cost $14, 
which is steep, but there’s a theatri- 
cality to the experience that doesn’t 
feel forced, precious, or self-serious. 
To have a drink here is to observe 
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at least four or five other drinks 
being made and explained, so you'll 
certainly learn something. And for 
all its extemporaneousness and 
aggressive aromatics, my drink was 
well-balanced and highly quaffable. 

Oddjob refers to itself as a 
“working man’s cocktail room,” 
which sounds like something of 
a contradiction in terms. And the 
name SRO refers to Standing Room 
Only (which isn’t actually true, as 
there are half a dozen stools around 
the bar, plus two-top tables along 
the walls). But I can’t help reading a 
slight tone-deafness in it, consider- 
ing that in the rest of SOMA it usu- 
ally means Single-Room Occupancy, 
i.e. the substandard housing filled 
with low-income people. 

One’s bleeding heart weeps at the 
thought of a patron throwing back a 
few $14 cocktails and then avoiding 
eye contact on the sidewalk in case 
someone hits them up for a buck. 
But if there’s a sexier spot to quell 
one’s internal debates about the soul 
of San Francisco with a stiff drink, 
I'd like to see it.

Meet S.F's 
Newest 
Coffee 
Roaster

When Keba Konte went to Senegal in 
2007, he found something he'd never 
seen before: raw coffee beans spilled 
across an iron pan, slowly browning 
over an open flame. At the time, he 
was staying with a family that, inci- 
dentally, was charged with the job of 
roasting for the entire community. 
What Konte saw was a style of coffee 
called Café Touba, wherein peppers are 
roasted and ground with the coffee 
and later brewed with sugar. The pro- 
cess was simple, but for Konte, an en- 
lightening moment. 

“It was demystifying,” he says. 
“Back in the bay, coffee roasting was 
introduced to me in such a compli- 
cated way. Roasting over open fire 
just made sense.” 

Seven years later, Konte is run- 
ning his own roasting operation, 
called Red Bay, from a small garden 
garage. Well, at least that’s where 
you ll find the headquarters — the 
nexus where Konte employs his cre- 
ative drive on a one-pound roaster, 
working over sample after sample 
until, in his words, he finds some- 
thing that talks to him. » p38

When he does, he scales up pro- 
duction to a Loring SmartRoast in 
Oakland that he shares with a couple 
other coffee roasting companies. 
While the project is more grown up 
than it was in the beginning, when 
Konte was roasting in everything 
from a wok to a popcorn popper, 

it still holds roots in the simple in- 
tegrity of flavor-based pleasure. For 
Konte, that’s a bit of a mantra. 

‘The man is at once an artist as 
well as a stalwart café entrepre- 
neur on both sides of the bay. He 
is one-third of the party helming 
Guerilla Café, a bohemian joint 
with an activist vibe in the Gour- 
met Ghetto, and the proprietor of 
Chasing Lions, the café inside City 
College. The former became Blue 
Bottle’s first café account in 2006, 
and the second served Four Barrel 
until Konte replaced it with Red Bay 
last month. The two cafés served as 
critical testing spots during the beta 
period, while Konte was still fiddling 
with blends. Now, having taken the 
feedback and worked it in, he has 
officially launched the project. 

Red Bay Coffee Roasters has a 
somewhat standard spread of or- 
igins, including a bright blend of 
Ethiopian beans called King’s Prize, 
a Brazilian espresso blend called 
the Brazilian Cake Lady, and Pretty 
Penny, a smooth, low-toned Central 
American blend. He also makes a 
decaf espresso called Slow Burn, 
and does a custom dark roast for 
Farmer Brown called, after the own- 
ers convinced him to roast darker, 
Farmer’s Hella Brown. The company 
itself is named Red Bay to evoke the 
redness of a ripe coffee cherry, and 
the project’s geographic roots in the 
Bay Area. 

The most interesting thing that 
Konte is doing with Red Bay is some- 
thing called the single origin blend, 
wherein he choreographs a mix of 
beans from the one origin, roasted at 
different levels. In a pragmatic way,

the method helps to create a balance 
and derive ephemeral notes that 
only appear at different times during 
roasting. From the artistic per- 
spective, the method seems ripped 
straight from Konte’s manifesto as 
an artist — a drive, as he puts it, “to 
turn a model upside down and inter- 
rogate the mundane.” He takes the 
single origin idea — a somewhat stat- 
ic concept — and wrangled variety 
and flexibility from it in a new way. 

Right now, Red Bay has taken 
over the coffee programs in a few 
venerable restaurants like Miss 
Ollie’s and the new Kingston 11 in 
Oakland, as well as engaging in a few 
interesting projects like the cam- 
paign to keep Marcus Book Stores, 
the S.E store that is the the oldest, 
longest-running African-American 
bookstore in the country, open. The 
spot is in danger of being sold, and 
Konte is working to develop a café 
inside the store and bring new life 
and money to the operation in order 
to help keep it alive. He is also work- 
ing on a café inside Mandela Market 
in West Oakland. 

Konte is simultaneously working 
to pick up more direct trade relation- 
ships. At the moment, he is buying 
most of his raw coffee from Royal 
Coffee Inc., a large importer, but 
nurturing a relationship with some 
cooperatives in Chiapas and focusing 
more on getting coffee out of Cuba. 
Anyone with leads in that direction 
is encouraged to get in touch. 

In the meantime, look out for the 
Red Bay launch party on April 24 at 
Chasing Lions, inside City College. 
While it’s open to the public, the 
party will be centered around a giant 
latté art competition for students 
only. Prizes include iPads and Tim- 
buktu bags and all kinds of fancy 
swag. A Kickstarter campaign to 
fund a new roaster has also kicked 
off, keep an eye on the website for 
more information.

It took Janet 45 minutes to 
find the Café Prague, and she started 
just four blocks away. She’s incredibly 
apologetic about being late. 

“C’mon,” I tell her. “With all the 
issues I’m dealing with right now?

But she’s still upset, feeling 
that a compact has been broken 
by tardiness. 

We take our seats at a secluded 
back table, and drink Czech lager. 
50s music is playing enthusiastically 
on the loudspeakers, and a waitress 
who is unreasonably beautiful and 
not particularly attentive stops by 
only once to ask about a refill. 

Janet, who edited my recent 
book, has come to try to cool 
me down about a mutual 
friend who has pushed me 
to the brink. ’'m so mad 
I start shouting five 
minutes in. 

“Calm down,” she 
tells me. “I have 






underground for decades. It made 
for an electrifying, and occasionally 
terrifying, place to visit. 

San Francisco’s Café Prague is 
kind of the sophomore dorm room 
equivalent of that, plastered with the 
symbols of cultures but without any 
particular rhyme or reason. The café’s 
entrance has an Apple logo, a bear, a 
griffin, fresh flowers, and a replica of 
Greek statuary on or beside it. How 
many incompatible symbols does one 
entrance need? And what’s with the 
50s music inside, and the posters 
of the ’60s icons, alongside more 
symbols and representations of the 
city namesake? 

Still, it all kind of works. The 
eclectic feel represents the conver- 
gence of different interests that a 
Prague cafe — or at least a great 
dorm room hangout — ought to 
have. A Prague-themed bar that 
wasn't a little eclectic, and therefore 
surprising, wouldn't be trying at all.

‘Revenge is a 
dish best served cold?” 

“The people who say that don’t 
know how to cook.” 

She laughs and I grin. It’s hard for 
me to stay angry when I’m being so 
damn clever. 

I thought a café named after 
Prague would be a good place to have 
this conversation: Janet and I fancy 
that we'd feel right at home in one of 
the great cultural capitals of Europe, 
discussing music with Mozart and 
Dvorak, literature with Kafka and 
Havel, and the nature of man with 
Freud or Wertheimer. 

I lived there, for a short time, 
in my expat days — when it was a 
city recovering from the ravages of 
communism, a city rich in heritage 
but poor in every other way, whose 
honest intellectuals had been forced 
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a different time 
and place. And let’s 
be honest, most bar 
crowds care less where 
they’re transported than 
whether they’re transported. 
Get them away from their lives for an 
hour and they'll disregard the where. 

The Café Prague makes it work, 
and Janet and I drink a couple of 
Czech pilsners ... one of the few 
kinds of lager I think it’s worth the 
effort to swallow ... and snack on 
appetizers that remind me of Europe 
more generically than Prague specif- 
ically (caprese salad, Polish sausages, 
Italian meatballs) — but again, 
that’s fine: What’s a cultural capital 
in the modern world but a place 
where foreign influences mix? 

I think I win every argument on 
points, but gradually my fury about 
it fades, so she gets what she wants. 
The truth is that I can only be a righ- 
teous man for short busts, which I 
have to choose carefully: Otherwise I 
like to respond to human folly with a 
curious shrug. 

Fire does provide light by which 
to see the wonders of the world. Still, 
life is more interesting when you 
don’t chase brilliant oddballs away.

A few weeks ago, we ran a 
cover story asking whether the music 
scene in San Francisco is doomed — 
whether high housing costs and the re- 
sulting exodus of musicians were 
drying up what has long been a fa- 
mously vibrant scene. We got all sorts 
of answers, from “yes” and “no” toa 
whole lot of “maybe.” We also heard 
about many efforts to improve the sit- 
uation for music in San Francisco — as 
well as ideas for even more action. To- 
gether with local music nonprofit the 
Root, SF Weekly held a panel discussion 
at the Chapel last week to talk about 
the situation. Here, after much discus- 
sion, is a partial, incomplete guide to 
current efforts to help music flourish 
in S.F, as well as suggestions on what 
else could be done, given varying levels 
of resources and political momentum. 
San Francisco may not be what it once 
was, but there are plenty of efforts to 
keep its music culture lively. These are 
a few of them. 


WHAT IS BEING DONE 


Tech companies putting on 

local shows 

A good example here is GitHub, aSOMA 
firm that built a serious performance 
space in the ground floor of its head- 
quarters. This year the company experi- 
mented with an event in which it hired 
local acts to play while employees (and 
others invited from the community) 
work and/or socialize. The gathering 
started at 3 p.m. and ran’til 9 p.m., and 
included food and drinks — plus people 
actually working. The lineup featured 
local psych duo Painted Palms and pro- 
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ducer-DJ Avalon Emerson, among oth- 
ers, and GitHub paid them the same or 
more than they would earn playing ina 
small club. “At first, you're like, this is 
fucking weird,” says local studio owner 
Patrick Brown, who helped GitHub ar- 
range the event. “Are [people] not into 
this? Are they just staying on their lap- 
tops because they hate this? But then 
the band would stop playing and every- 
one would applaud.” A follow-up is 
planned for this month. 


Getting live music in more places 
In 2011, the city created a new live-per- 
formance permit designed to allow ca- 
fes and restaurants to legally host live 
music with a minimum of cost and has- 
sle. Only 34 businesses have acquired 
them so far, but one group is trying to 
change that. This week, the S.E music 
nonprofit ULUV, run by studio engi- 
neer Michael Starita, will be leading an 
effort to inform businesses on Valencia 
Street about the permits and encour- 
age them to host music in their busi- 
nesses. Starita, who grew up in 
Louisiana, doesn’t see why S.F. can't 
have live music all over its urban core 
the way New Orleans does. So ULUV 
will even offer turnkey solutions — 
booking artists and paying them, as 
well as setting up sound systems — for 
businesses that want them. “Creating 
more opportunities [for musicians] is 
the way to go, instead of trying to 
change these economics,’ Starita says. 
“Tjust really want to make sure that we 
sustain our culture here and that it’s 
not just washed out.” 


Hotel tax revenue for arts 
nonprofits 

San Francisco charges a 14 percent 
tax on hotel and motel rooms, and 





some of that money goes to arts non- 
profits. In order to get a grant, the 
nonprofit has to be in S.F. and must 
have an annual budget of at least 
$35,000. Right now, most of the 
money for music goes to organiza- 
tions like the SF Symphony (which 
got $626,100 for 2013-2014) and the 
SF Opera (which received $653,500), 
and to a host of smaller organizations 
that mainly present classical or world 
music. Venues like Red Poppy Art 
House and Stern Grove also received 
grants last year. But any S.F. arts non- 
profit that meets the conditions can 
apply. Public workshops on the appli- 
cation process begin in September, 
and the deadline for submitting is 
mid-November. 


WHAT COULD BE DONE 


Creating a Nightlife District 

The idea of setting aside part of the 
city for music venues has been around 
at least since the 90s. The area around 
11th Street and Folsom was the initial 
suggestion; lately, some have pitched 
setting aside a corridor in the central 
Mission, or even farther east, near the 
warehouses along South Van Ness and 
Folsom, for this kind of development. 
Why it would help: Clubs would have 
a place to locate without having to pay 
for expensive soundproofing, and 
could operate without fear of neigh- 
bors’ noise complaints. Music fans 
would have a neighborhood to bounce 
from one venue to another. 

Why it might not work: Much of the 
city, including the area around 11th 
Street, is already zoned for housing — 
so people either already live there, or 
will eventually live there. And as we've

seen over and over again, neighbors 
generally don’t like loud clubs. 


Residencies for local musicians 
and artists 

Some companies and organizations al- 
ready have programs that give artists 
temporary support and publicity in ex- 
change for doing something for the or- 
ganization — performing for 
employees, educating customers, etc. 
Why don’t more San Francisco compa- 
nies do this for music? They could give 
musicians a solid stipend, get their 
name and work out there, and in ex- 
change, have the artists play a show at 
lunchtime or happy hour. 

Why it would help: Artists would get 
financial assistance and publicity. 
Even a few thousand dollars would 
help them pay S.F. rent. Meanwhile, lo- 
cal companies would get another perk 
for employees, with the side effect of 
cultivating their interest in the local 
music and arts scene. 

Why it might not work: Companies 
may resist spending the money. In this 
tense climate, it’s also conceivable that 
some musicians might resist being as- 
sociated with tech companies — but 
money and support would probably 
help them get over that. 


A dedicated housing and rehearsal 
space for musicians 

What if there was a place where musi- 
cians could gather, relax, and rehearse 
— and where some could even live at 
subsidized rates? This idea has been 
circulating at least since the closure of 
Downtown Rehearsal in 2000, which 
delivered a catastrophic blow to the 
ecosystem of bands in the city. Build- 
ing such a place is the ultimate goal of 
the Root, a Bay Area nonprofit dedi- 
cated to supporting local music. The 
Root’s plans are still in the formative 
stages, and there’s no guarantee that 
an eventual facility would be in S.F. 
rather than the East Bay. But it is 
working toward this goal. The Root 
plans to hold a music-themed walk 
and run in Golden Gate Park this fall 
to help raise money for its efforts, 
and it hosts smaller events almost 
every month. 

Why it would help: Such a place could 
be a safe haven for musical gatherings 
in the pricey, noise-sensitive city, and 
would ensure that at least some work- 
ing musicians still live in S.F. 

Why it might not work: The Root 
started with some seed money, but 
much more will have to be raised be- 
fore it could acquire a building. And 
even if the Root does manage to create 
such a facility, it may end up being 
across the bay.

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LOST IN THE NIGHT 


New New York 


By Derek Opperman 


Sound Factory, Red Zone, 
Palladium, Shelter: These are the 
names of the institutions that domi- 
nated the New York house scene in 
the 1990s. The music played was 
tough and soulful — a gritty urban 
sound for a city whose edge had yet to 
dull. Today, the pull of the music from 
that era has proven irresistible. Lon- 
don duo Bicep is part of a new genera- 
tion of artists, predominantly based 
in Europe and the U.K., fueling a re- 
vival of this banging regional sound. 
Yet “retro house,” as it’s sometimes 
called, is not without its controver- 
sies. A cursory scan of online forums 
and comment sections reveals a com- 
mon thread of criticism from the pea- 
nut gallery: This stuff has been done 
before, why bother doing it again? 
The answer, of course, is that this 
kind of music is extremely fun to 
dance to. 

Andrew Ferguson and Matthew 
McBriar have been stewards of un- 
derground house music for quite a 
long time. Their blog, Feelmybicep. 
com, is a resource of rare vinyl rips 
and MP3 finds that shows off a 
wealth of knowledge on all forms of 
American dance music, despite their 
having grown up halfway around 
the world in Belfast, Northern 
Ireland. Their music pulls liberally 
from this knowledge, and assembles 
a sound that’s more than a purist’s 
revival. Though their tracks often 
sound period-accurate, there’s also 
a distinctly modern bite that comes 
out behind the old-school swing and 
vintage hardware. “$tripper” and 


“Vision of Love,” their two most 
successful dancefloor anthems to 
date, take the driving, instrumental 
template established by old-school 
heroes like Kerri Chandler and 
Jovonn, and update it with new- 
school song structure and a clean 
production aesthetic. But these 
songs still hit hard on the dance- 
floor, with wailing diva samples 
careening over skipping percussion 
and moody organ hits; their tracks 
are pure pleasure when played loud 
on a big club sound system. 
Recently, Bicep’s work has taken 
on an even more modern edge, re- 
flecting the artists’ desire to escape 
pigeonholing. “Sacrifice,” a cut re- 
leased last year in tandem with U.K. 
house outfit Simian Mobile Disco, 
is the duo’s most contemporary yet.

a Grammy) but also deep enough for 
the heads. 





Bicep 


It slyly combines the percussion of 
old-school New York with a spaced- 
out bass line hook and expansive 
synthesizer sounds that introduce a 
surprisingly techno-leaning sound 
to Bicep’s house-oriented core. It’s 
a direction that’s long been in the 
making, and one that shows there’s 
still plenty of things to say with 
that old New York sound palette. 
Expect Bicep to explore this direc- 
tion, along with plenty of New York 
obscurities and favorites, when the 
duo soundtracks the latest As You 
Like It at Mighty alongside Chicago 
veteran Derrick Carter.

The shifting 
synth bass line and bizarre vocals made it a 
hit on underground dancefloors, and DJs like 
Larry Levan in New York and Ron Hardy in 
Chicago used it to bridge the gap between 
the death of disco and the birth of house. Pay 
your respects at his DJ set this Saturday.

The two bandmates established 
Black Weirdo as a pro-LGBTQ party that celebrates black music, art, and 
dance. “You walk into the party expecting to have a gratifying experience, 
and you leave with just that because the vibes are so damn good,” Irons 
says. “Never will we discriminate anyone from attending the party as long 
as love is the motive.”

Small Evils 


East Bay experimental 
artist Jim Kaiser once operated as 
Petit Mal, but the moniker eventu- 
ally shifted to signify his record la- 
bel. A French term for a brief 
seizure, petit mal” basically trans- 
lates to “small evil,” which befits 
the imprint’s primary format: 
3-inch CDs. As Kaiser tells it, Petit 
Mal’s evolution from his personal 
label to an outlet for the work of 
others was out of his hands.

If Kaiser has 
a signature motif, though, it’s the 
bicycle wheel, an object from 
which he’s extracted evocative

Stanley on Thursday, April 10, 
at Duende. 

“6.4 = Make Out” is a high- 
light from cult bandleader Gary 
Wilson’s 1977 album, You Think 
You Really Know Me.

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THRILLS AND SPILLS

Iman old guy, fast approaching geezerdom. After 45 
years of marriage to the same woman, the sex has fallen 
off to zero. We otherwise have a great and comfortable 
relationship. If I want any at all these days, the only op- 
tions are masturbation or professional service provid- 
ers. Iwas very nervous the first time I paid for sex. 
Curiously and surprisingly, I didn't feel at all guilty. I 
now find the urge gets stronger as the body gets weaker. 
All think about is pussy, and paid sex has become a reg- 
ular thing. You stress honesty and communication for a 
long-term relationship to work. In our case, honesty 
would mean the end to what is now just a great friend- 
ship that provides us both with deeply satisfying com- 
panionship. I don’t want to hurt her, but revealing my 
outside activities would certainly do so, as she thinks 
men using prostitutes is disgusting. 

Sin Or Salvation 


Honesty and communication are important, 
SOS, but there are limits. No long-term relation- 
ship would survive a strict regime of full disclo- 
sure enforced with depositions taken under oath, 
regularly scheduled lie detector tests, truth se- 
rums disguised as artificial coffee creamers, etc. 
Knowing what to omit and avoid is just as im- 
portant as honesty and communication. And 
married people, even long-married people, get to 
have their own inner lives, a few secrets they take 
to the grave, and some zones of privacy and au- 
tonomy. 

But there are limits to privacy, autonomy, and 
topic/subject/honesty avoidance, as well. If your 
inner life amounts to a double life, that’s a prob- 
lem.

If your wife is really and 
truly content — if she isn’t interested in sex any- 
more, if you're not cheating her out of anything 
she values, if you're not taking risks with her 
health, if you're not depleting your retirement 
savings to finance your activities, if all of the 
above is true — then your visits to sex workers 
are covered by my standard advice to people in 
sexless but otherwise solid, loving, and fulfilling 
marriages: Do what you gotta do to stay sane 
and stay married. 

You sound like a decent and loving husband, 
SOS. To make sure you're also a polite and 
courteous client — for tips on communication, 
personal hygiene, tipping, and avoiding women 
who have been trafficked — check out the all- 
star sex-worker panel we convened for a recent 
episode of the Savage Lovecast.

I’m a 23-year-old bi woman. I was ina relationship for 
two years with a guy my own age who I loved but who 
was immature emotionally. The sex was really out of 
this world. About six months before we broke up, Imet 
a guy who is 20 years older than me, and we bonded 
over a lot of mutual interests. When I broke up with my 
boyfriend, this fortysomething guy took it as a sign 
that I wanted to be with him. We've now been dating 
for four months. This guy wants to get married and 
have babies. I do love him — I think — but Iam not 
physically attracted to him. I often feel angry and suf- 
focated by his attention. I’m wondering if these feelings 
of annoyance and occasional icky repulsion are normal 
in longer-term “serious” relationships? I'm also physi- 
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cally aching at memories of fucking my ex. Are my de- 
sires to get back in bed with hima sign I'm not into the 
new guy? It seems insufferably arrogant to say that I 
don't want to hurt this new guy by telling him I'm not 
attracted to him, but after six months of being lovers, 
he would be shocked and angry. Should I do the bru- 
tally honest thing, or do I lie about why we're breaking 
up to protect his ego? 

Superficial And Prevaricating 


You say Mr. Fortyish took your breakup with Mr.
